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Dear Mr. Caccia, 


The Canadian Psychiatric Association appreciates the concerns 
expressed by you on behalf of individuals who are interested in the 
area of environmental sensitivity. It is indeed at the moment a 
topical and somewhat controversial area. There are strongly held 
and varying opinions. We are attaching a statement prepared by the 
Scientific Council of the Canadian Psychiatric Association and ask 
you to note that it calls for continuing review of this particular 
question. 


However, we would feel it important to emphasize that it is not 
appropriate medical practice to only consider psychiatric illness 
after all possible physical illness has been eliminated. We feel 
the same principle would apply in this area, mainly that there 
should be simultaneous consideration of all possible contributions 
to the distress felt by individuals.
